Intercollegiate Rules Com- 
mittee Make Improvements 




ONLY TWELVE MEN. 



Meeting on Saturday Was 
Productive of Many Start- 
ling Changes. 



KxpocUUons have been runniug 
bigh as to wbat changes would bo 
inadë In the ruloB of IntercoUegiate 
Rugby by the Intercollegiate Rules 

C'onimlttco. wlilch inel on Siilurday. 

Ah il result of this incctinp, many 
IchaugeH have been made in the Riinie, 
i and It Is expected that Rugby next 

season will be greatly improved 
I thereby. 

, I'crhaps the most radical change is 
' thai wlilcli provides that there shnil 
1)0 only twelve men on u team, whcrc- 
as formerly fourteen players were re- 
quired to complete a team. The 
natural conclusion la that the game 
will bo rendered more open, and 
hence It will bo more spectacular. 
Kurlhcrmorp, It will be seen tluii 
from a spectator's point of view the 
plays will 1)0 more distinct and 
ca.sily followed. This cliuilnatcs 
what has been said to bo one of the 
few drawbacku in the Canadian game. 
As a roBult of this decision there will 
only be sovon men on Iho line instead 
of the former nine. This will also 
make the secondary defence stronger, 
as there will be nearly as many men 
there as on the line itself. 

Notwithstanding the fact that th9 
foregoing appears to bo tho Krcatest 
change, there Is uo doubt but that the 
môBt' important Change is the adop- 
tion of tho snapback. The ball may 
now pass out through the medium of 
the .«papback.of.l>K-th^oli> mathnri.of. 
scrimmaging it. 

Tho old method is Btill permlssiVICi 
but as a result o( other chauKOH It is 
almost certain that this method will 
never be used. 

In future there will be no side 
ficrimmagers, and the centre -will 
Ihorefore • be without any support. 
Still anofhor rule was adopted where- 
by the locking of arms or any other 
moans of holding on the line is for- 
bidden while Uio ball is in play. This 
leaves the centre Bcrlmmager without 
any support In heeling out tho ball. 
In future. :iIso. it will not bo possi-

Was Eighth Game in the 
Schedule. 



The AIcOIll Intermediate Polo team 
was defeated last night by Maison- 
neuve In their tank. The final score 
of -1—3 Indicates the closeness of tho 
game as well as tho comparative 
p rowess of the jtwo Igtm s. From the 
first ' blpw of Tthi wrâstïô" the ganio 
was sUrted off at a fast clip, and 
was kept up' during the. entire play. 
A.noticeablé feature was the marked 
aggressiveness of both teams. Mai- 
sonneuvo liad the edge In the- first 
quarter as well as the final two, but 
towards the end, however, McGill 
took a spurt and the score seemed 
doubtful till the end. 

Tho same started at 8.45, in tho 
incsence of a fair number of Maison- 
neuve supporters. .MoGill won the 
toss, but took their place in the deep 
water. Play became fast with nei- 
ther side showing any apparent ad- 
vantage, until towards the final part 
of the first quarter when Melon 
scored for .Malsonneuve, putting their 
team in the lead. Mouselte followed 
shortly with another goal, which lio 
brilliantly executed, and thus at the 
end of tho first quarter tho score was 
2—0 for Malsonneuve. 

McGllI brought tho ball down to 
their opponents goal and in the bo- 
cond quarter play was kept for th^i 
niost part around the Maisonnouvo 
nets.

Present Indications point to a groat 
revival in outdoor sports, and chief 
among these will no doubt be hockey 
and skating. The interest that has 
already been evdnced by the largo 
numiber of classes applying for ad- 
mission to the Cla.ss Hockey Schedule 
Is very gratifying, and a most suc- 
cossful season Is assured.

A SONG BOOK 

;r Tlicrfr is a lamentable lacit of community singing at McGili. This 
tm been obscrvabio for some year.s, and has now reached the point 
where, at a smoiccr. dinner or other gnthcrlnfi of undergraduates not 
only dip ÎCW afudents know the words of all the songs sung, bu^ tjic 
majority cannot even get through "Hail Alma Mater" without hauling 
out their handbooks. This is serious. The popular conception of 
t college gathering is a group of men who may be together ostensibly 
for purposes of eating, smoking or listening to speeches, but who in 
reality fill in about half their evening with singing. The favorite 
name of a' vaudeville quartet is some son or other of ''College Hour." 
What have we at JVlcCill? Not a song, absolutely hot 'a son jf at'any 
' of oiir functions. 

There is on sale in the Redpath Library :ui old collection of Mc- 
Gili songs, compiled in 1895 and published by Wm. Foster Brown of 
Montreal; but this book can never be made tlie nucleus of a revival 
of singing at Alma Mater. It consists ol some hundred and ninety 
pages of songs so obsolete that their names even arc utterly unknown 
to the present generation of undergraduates: apart from "God Save 
the Queen," "Rule Britannia," "La Marseillaise" and "Alouette" none 
of them arc recognisable, and the first has undergone a radical change 
6incc its publication in this volume, while the last is rapidly passing 
Into oblivion. 

The one evident way of reviving singing at this university is to 
recreate the Glco Club' und to issue u new and modern song book 
which will include- the more precious of the old ones revised an'd 
brought to date, and which will take in more recent songs, tu us 
already old, traditional heart-throbs like 'Coinc Fill Your Glasses Up" 
and "James McGill." Ephemeral parodies and rooters' songs and 
yells naturally can not be included in a book of this kind; they arc 
not truly representative, nor should they be made permanent. 

Among other necessary features of such a book would be a song 
for each club, and the publication of "HaJl Alma Mater" «s our offi- 
cial McGill hymn. There might also be included to advantage such 
empuv-songs as "Till the Boys Come Home" and "Tipperary," songs 
dear to those who went across and to those who stayed at home, with 
t*ie reprinting of "Rule Britannia," "0 Canada," "The Maple Leaf" 
ind similar gems which some McGill men have still to learn. 

For the personnel of a committee to re-issue the song book in a 
modern and more complete form, might we suggest that represen- 
tatives from the Conscrvatorium of Music, members of the Depart- 
ment of English and elective representatives from each undergraduate 
tociety could quite ably revise the old edition and make it the success 
it deserves to be. There are undoubtedly publishers in the dty who 
would be pleased to issue this book and to pay to the compilers a 
roy«lt5r on all copies sold. If the Glee Club were in existence, the 
•up^vision of this work might be left in their hands. 

It is not impossible to get out such a book. We have had one 
before. It is unnecessary that our social functions be mad© to suffer 
by the lack of that delightfjilly informal camaraderie which always 
Accompanies group singing.

ble to push through massed plays by 
two lines of players, and thus getting 
the ball out. Tho old play was used 
all last ycaaon and resembled a flying 
wedjjc. Not more than two men may 
now, bo u.sed, and. Ibcroforc, there 
will be many less injuries, as often 
resulted in' the old play. 

Under the now rules the game will 
be featured by open plays behind tho 
lino und many end runs. Rome time 
ogo " Shag " was heard to remark 
tliat under the provallinB systcin at 
the time it was impossible to make 
end runs against th« McOill team. 
Thus It will bo seen again that the 
spectators are going to tfco some 
spectacular running. 

Among ether rules that were 
amended there was the one concern* 
ihg the three yard catch on a kicked 
ball. Tho throe yard limit Is now 
eliminated, and the onus lies with tho 
referee as ta whether tho player had 
had a fair chance to catch the ball. 

There will be a difference in scor- 
ing, Inasmuch as teams making an 
uncertain try will not bo allowed to 
convert it. A try made from a 
fumble now gives as many points as a 
drop kick. The officials decided 
that a fumble was a failure to bold 
the ball after touching it or dropping 
after being tackled. 

Again, in régard to the line scftm- 
mage, It Is seen that there must never 
be less than vcvcn men on the line, 
which was defined as an imaginary 
line through tho spot where the hall 
is to be played and parallel to tho 
goal line. r 

Coaches are now barred from tho 
field during the play, the penalty 
for InfratUon of this rule bolnpr that 
the team to which the offender be- 
longs shall lose fifteen yarda. No 
noualty shall be less than three 
minutes. A lienallzed man must re- 
port to the hoadlinesman, as well as 
to the referee, befdi"e returning to the 
field. The hcudlinesman will in 
future be scorekeeper.

So William Naushton. portraying 
JulUn Rolfe, the American Journal- 
ist, summarized the Russian attitude 
towards its people. Supported l)y 
Margaret KnUht, who played tlie role 
of Marya Varenka. ilie perseeuled 
Jewish girl, and by a set of excelloni 
actora, the Orpbeum Players certainly 
presented the moat appreciated play 
of the season. 

To the .lewinh oiemrnl of the fnl- 
versity tills week's play at the Or- 
phcum Theatre, "The Yellow Ticket," 
will bo more than interesting. It is 
a story, a heartrending one, of a Rus- 
sia under tuv evoit worse regime than 
that which the Bolshevik enforces 
there to-day.

Prlvon from the only 
home she knew, .she seeks protection 
from an influential baron, who under 
tho guise of friendship, lures her to 
his house. It is only when she ar- 
rives at hia house that she learns his 
real motive. Tho baron is killed and 
Marga Varenka faces the charge of 
murder. The presence in Russia of 
an American embassy, the indirect 
though brilliant part played by an 
Amerlcuu journalist, and the intrigue 
of Russian officials, lead eventually 
to the freeing of the girL
